California, with its beautiful homes, is 
one of the heaviest users of oak for floor- 
ing and woodwork in the Union. 


During the period of California’s 
greatest growth quantity production of 
oak was achieved by the American mills, 
a fact which brought oak lumber within 
the range of the moderate purse. 

Nature grows in oak a grain that is 
unique. This grain cannot be reproduced. 


By the selection of specially figured
